Labor’s awareness of the relation- 
ship between wage increases and 
eventual increases in living costs is 
seen in the current monthly survey 
of the A. F. of L. It says that while 
the cost of wage increases is fre- 
quently offset by higher production, 
savings in waste and reduced over- 
head, in some cases wage increases 
are raising production costs . . 
labor must help to prevent price in- 
creases by getting the facts (when 
negotiating). In April more than 
800,000 factory workers received 
wage increases averaging nearly 10 
per cent.”

Neither Berlin nor Moscow offi- 
cially reported sufficient details of 
hard fighting—including a big night 
tank battle—along the eastern front 
to give a positive picture of opera- 
tions. In general both communiques 
agreed that the German offensive 
toward Moscow had been blunted if 
not driven sharply back in some 
sectors. 

The Russian communique was in 
sharp contradiction to the German 
claims in the south. Moscow said 
\that Nazi mechanized forces bad 
|suffered heavy losses when they 
were repulsed in the Novograd Vol- 
ynsk sector and in Bessarabia, be- 
ing thrown back to their original 
positions. 

On the far northern tront—the 
Germans reported their forces were 
advancing with Finnish support in 
the direction of Murmansk, the big 
Arctic port, while Luftwaffe dive 
bombers cleared the way with heavy 
attacks on enemy positions and 
| pases. The Moscow communique 
{made no specific reference to the 
far north but said in general that 
no important changes had occur- 
red in the Russian positions. 

Both sides asserted that their air 

| forces were hammering almost con- 
stantly at enemy front and rear 
| lines. 

The British stepped up their 
bombing attacks on the continent

Don Salvio Pachecd, the Span- 
ish grandee who built the house, 
owned 18,000 acres of the surround- 
ing country. The land passed from 
the original ownership long ago but 
it is only recently that the adobe 
has not been owned and occupied | 
by descendants of the Don. Mrs. 
Anita Pacheco Rubi a vivacious lit- 
tle woman with lovely liquid Span- 
ish eyes and a soft voice was one of 
the last Pacheco heirs to live in the 
adobe. She showed me some of the 
furniture that had been in the 
adobe— an oval, walnut, marble- 
top table, an upholstered sofa with 
fine carving, a hanging lamp, the 
Chinese camphorwood chests—not 
like those we see in the shops today, 
an old portrait of a Madonna 
painted on copper, and, oldest of 
all, a wooden trunk houder made by 
the Mission Indians. 

Mrs. Rubi has some of the sad- | 
dles and spurs that bring back me- 
mories of the days when the hills | 
around Concord were alive with the 
herds and flocks of the Pachecos, 
when every one mounted a horse 
even if they only had a few steps to 
go.

Some of the mater-/ 
ial is still news in that it will be 
“new” to some readers. For ex- 
ample, Mr. Shirar tells the extent 
cf damage done by British bomb- 
;ing in Berlin, and he gives his 
|guess as to why Hitler did not in- 
vade Britain last fall. 

| Mr. Chiras who went to Berlin as 
a reporter for a news agency lived 
in that city for six years. When his 
‘agency was suspended he turned to 
radio work and became one of the 
first radio news broadcasters. Those 
in the know believe that he came 
closer to understanding what was 
really happening to the people .of 
Germany than any other American. 
Tuis iact aiuue makes his book su- 
premely important. 

The greater part of the Diary is | 
about the war. Mr. Shirar in per- , 
son looked down from a hiuivp on 
the last Polish battle. He saw Ger- 
man soldiers in action in Norway 
and m France. Wherever he weit. 
he made a _ point interviewing 
people regardless of their rank, He 
talked to servants and he talked to 
high ranking otficeis.
